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To:  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Boroiigh  of  Deal: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  Decemher, 

1969. 

Although  purely  local  vital  statistics  and  rates  are  of  ever- 
decreasing  significance  they  are  quoted  in  the  usual  form  in  this  Report 
together  with  those  of  the  two  previous  years  for  comparative  purposes. 

Population; - There  was  a slight  fall  in  the  estimated  raid-year 
population  which  refers  to  the  home  figures  and  as  such  includes  members 
of  the  Aimed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area;  the  estimate  of  27,130  was 
60  belovr  the  figure  for  1968. 

Births; - Registered  live  births  were  44  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year  and,  while  the  national  rate  per  1,000  population  fell  by  0.6,  the 
local  rate  fell  by  1.8;  illegitimacy  was  encouragingly  less  prevalent. 

Deaths ;-  Deaths  registered  in  1969  totalled  381  representing  an 
adjusted  rate  per  1,000  population  of  11.9  which  was  in  fact  the  rate 
also  for  England  and  ¥ales  as  a whole.  Deaths  attributed  to  cancer  were 
twenty  more  than  in  1968  and  of  this  increased  number  twelve  v/ere  of  the 
respiratory  system,  giving  a total  for  this  site  double  that  of  the 
previous  year.  Eight  infant  deaths  i.e.  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age  were  reported,  the  same  number  as  in  1968;  one,  that  of  a ten  months 
old  boy,  was  due  to  enteritis,  three  were  attributed  to  prematurity,  one 
to  respiratory  causes,  one  to  birth  injury,  one  to  appendicitis  and  one 
to  accidental  strangulation  by  a pram  harness. 

Stillbirths;-  These  numbered  three  more  than  in  1968;  the  rate  per 
1 ,000  births  was  22  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  1 3« 

Notified  disease  for  the  second  year  running  was  remarkably  low  and 
it  was  pleasing  to  record  the  continued  freedom  from  poliomyelitis  and  of 
course  diphtheria;  but  their  absence  must  not  lead  to  complacency  and  it 
can  only  be  emphasised  that  parents  for  the  sake  of  their  children  and  of 
the  community  at  large  should  take  every  advantage  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  the  local  health  authority  for  protection  against  infectious 
disease. 

Ne*.r  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  also  gratifyingly  low. 

^.s  to  "sanitary  conditions"  I would  refer  you  to  the  text  of  this 
Report  covering  the  very  many  aspects  of  our  preventive  work  which  is  in 
the  hands  of  a small  but  efficient  staff  ably  headed  on  the  spot  by  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector:  I am  grateful  to  them  all  for  their  ready 
co-operation. 

I also  express  appreciation  to  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
and  to  the  Chief  Officers  and  members  of  the  staffs  of  the  other 
Departments  of  the  Corporation  for  the  support  and  co-operation  you  have 
given  me  in  1969.

Mr.  ¥,J,  Short,  Manager  of  the  Deal  Employment  Exchange  of  the  Department  of 
Employment  and  Productivity,  has  kindly  submitted  the  folloxfing  comments  on  the 
local  unemployment  statistics  and  position  during  1969.

This  is  an  increase  of  64  over  the  comparable  figure  for  the  previous  year. 


It  is  difficult  to  exactly  pin-point  the  reason  for  thJLs  melancholy  state  of 
affairs,  but  undoubtedly  the  joint  effect  of  SET  and  the  credit  squeeze  have  been 
tlie  main  reasons  for  the  rise  in  this  area.  For  example  the  Building  and  Civil 
Engineering  Industry  now  shows  more  unemployed,  both  skilled  and  unskilled,  than 
at  any  time  since  the  ¥ar. 

Of  the  present  men’s  register,  some  200  odd  are  50  and  over,  xirhilst  130  are 
30  and  under.  The  vast  bulk  of  the  men’s  register  are  again  unskilled,  whilst  of 
the  skilled  some  120  are  found  to  be  Drivers,  Clerks  and  Distributive  workers. 

This  again  stresses  the  enormous  re-emplojnaent  problem  in  this  area. 

There  are  some  70  men  and  7 women  registered  under  the  Disabled  Persons 
Employment  Acts.  Over  60  men  are  unskilled  and  48  are  55  and  over. 

Vacancies  exist  for  the  major  portion  of  the  year  at  the  local  colliery,  and 
no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  filling  unskilled  vacancies  for  surface  workers. 

Again  no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  filling  vacancies  for  Factory  workers  - 
that  is  to  say  females  - and  for  most  of  the  year  vacancies  exist  locally  rnd  of 
course  at  Richborou^. 

During  the  summer  months  seasonal  vacancies  arise  both  here  and  on  the  cross- 
Ch€innel  boats  at  Dover,  It  is  possible  to  assist  many  of  the  unemployed  to  find 
suchlike  jobs.  Seasonal  work  in  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses  has  fellen  off,  once 
again  in  my  opinion  due  to  the  adverse  effect  of  SET."

The  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  under  the  administration  of  the  South  East 
Metropolitan  PLOgional  Hospital  Board,  makes  provision  for  medical  and  surgical 
cases,  while  mnternity  and  infectious  cases  (excepting  smallpox)  are  provided 
for  at  Bucklend  Hospital  and  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Dover, 
respectively.  Any  sma].lpox  cases  would  be  referred  to  River  Hospital  (Long 
Reach)  Dartford,  Kent, 

5 • Ibarsing  Homo  Registrations  - Public  Health  Act,  1936 : 

The  n.gistre.tion  of  Nursir^  Homos  in  tin  Borough  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Counly  i-.uthority.  There  ure  six  Nursing  Homos  in  Deal. 

6 . Clinics  and  I'c-lfarc; 

The  l ent  County  Co^jmcil,  as  the  local  Health  and  Education  Authority,  have 
the  responsibility  for  the  piovision  of  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics, 
immunisation  and  vaccination  sessions,  also  school  clinics  for  minor  ailments, 
dental  and  ophthalmic  services,  child  geiidtinco  and  speech  thei-apy. 

Out-patients*  clinics  in  all  specialities  are  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  the  Victoria  hospital.  Deal. 
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7.  Sxfimming:  Pools; 

School  Swiniaing  Pools; 

Ifalmer  Secondary  school  has  a heated  open  air  pool  of  60,000  gallons 
with  a continuous  chlorination  and  filtration  plant. 

Three  county  junior  schools  operate  raised  portable  teaching  pools. 
These  have  continuous  filtration  plants  and  one  is  also  equipped  for 
continuous  chlorination.  Hand  chlorine. tion  is  practised  at  the  other 
two  pools. 

One  private  school  operates  a fill  and  empty  pool.  Hand  chlorination 
is  practised,  giving  a reasonably  satisfactory  water  and  the  pool  is 
refilled  at  intervals  of  about  10  days  under  condition  of  maximum  load. 

Paddling  Pool.  Halmer  Green; 

This  is  a public  pool  of  10,000  gallons  restricted  to  young  children. 
It  has  a continuous  chlorination  and  filtration  plant  giving  a two  hourly 
turnover  period.  It  is,  however,  found  rccessary  to  empty  and  refill 
fairly  frcquentljr.  IJeekly  changes  arc  recessary  during  periods  of  heavy 
load. 

Purification  Control: 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  all  these  pools  in  order  to  check  water 
condition.  Bacteriological  samples  are  periodically  talcen  and  six  such 
samples  were  taken  from  various  pools.  Following  four  of  those  samples 
adjustments  were  found  necessary  to  the  treatment  methods. 

8.  national  Assistance  Acts  1948  and  1951  ; 

Burials ; 

One  burial  under  Section  50  of  the  Let  took  place  during  the  year. 

Tenders  were,  as  usus-J,  invited  from  local  undertakers  and  a contract 
entered  into  for  a 12  month  period. 

Persons  in  Need  of  Cai-e  and  Attention; 

Action  was  trkicn  to  secure  the  removal  to  hospital  under  the 
emergency  powers  of  the  1951  -'xct  of  a 91  yeas?  old  wom^aa  who  in  the  certi- 
ficate of  her  gunioral  practitioner  was  suffering  "from  grav^  clironic 
disease,  an  invr.sivo  cancer  of  the  left  chest  wall  and  an  ulcerated  leg." 

61  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  in  connection  vjith  elderly  persons, 
iiuch  xrork  is  done  by  voluntary  bodies  on  behalf  of  elderly  persons  and  the 
Beal  and  District  Old  Pooplols  i/elfare  Council  acts  as  a co-ordinating  body 
in  this  field,

Ilossro.  G.B.  Kersh/aw  and  Koufruin,  Cliartcrcd  Civil  Engineers  and  the 
Borougils  C .insulting  Engineers  for  the  re-modolling  of  the  sewerage  system 
h.'-ve  Inrily  juj/plied  the  follovlng  note  on  tho  completion  of  the  contrr..ct. 
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"The  four  Contracts,  into  which  the  major  soverage  works  for  the 
relief  of  flooding  and  improvenont  of  tho  foul  and  surface  water 
drainage  in  the  Borough  were  divided,  have  now  heen  completed  and  the 
last  section  has  been  handed  over  for  mc-intenance  by  tho  Officers  of  the 
Corporation. 

During  April  the  IlighiTays  and  l/orks  Committee,  under  the  Chairman- 
ship of  Alderman  A .E  .11.  Cavell,  with  representatives  of  tlie  Consulting 
Engineers  and  Borough  Engineer' s Department,  inspected  the  works 
throughout  tho  full  length,  from  Granville  Road  in  the  south  to  North 
Deal  Pumping  Station,  Golf  Road,  in  the  north. 

His  Worship  tho  Ilayor  arranged  an  Open  Day  on  Friday,  April  25th, 
during  which  he  performed  the  official  Opening  Ceremony  at  the  three 
major  Pumping  Stations,  namely  ¥alnor.  Ark  Lane  and  North  Deal,  The 
Stations  were  open  for  inspection  by  the  Public  during  the  da^y  and 
Engineers  wore  px-esent  to  explain  the  significance  of  each  of  the 
Stations  and  the  operation  as  it  affects  the  foul  and  surface  water 
drainage  of  the  Borough. 

During  the  construction  of  a link  relief  sewer  in  tho  centre  of  the 
Tovm,  the  condition  of  tho  very  old  trunk  sower  in  Victoria  Road  was 
noted  and  reported  on  by  the  Consulting  Engineers,  v/ho  ha.vc  now  been 
instructed  to  arrange  for  cleansing  and  repair.  It  is  intended  that 
this  vjork  shall  bo  carried  out  by  specialist  contractors  almost  entirely 
at  night,  so  that  interference  with  normal  activities  will  be  minimised."

A moiintenance  treatment  was  carried  out"' in  Lesember,  when  28  manholes 
were  baited.  .13  of  these  sbov/ed  signs  of  inf estation ' and  these  were  baited 
to  extinction. 

The  level  of  infestation  remains  low  and  is  mainly  confined  to 
the  oldest  sev*ers.  In  these  areas  there  are,  almost  certainly,  a number 
of  disused  drains  which  provide  ideal  harbourage.  Present  practice 
ensures  that  such  drains  serving  buildings  to  be  demolished  are  discon- 
nected from  the  main  system.  Spasmodic  infestations  in  other  areas  can 
often  be  associated  with  building  operations  where  the  drains  are  left 
open  temporarily.

No  properties  were  commenced  or  completed  during  the  year. 

The  Housing  -i-ct,  I969,  which  received  Boyal  -^'-ssent  during  the  year, 
was  designed  and  introduced  to  accelerate  the  updating  of  much  of  the 
country's  housing  stock.  It  attempts  to  do  this  by  considerable  increases 
in  the  grants  available  for  vjork  of  improvement,  by  vjidening  their  scope 
to  include  certain  works  of  repair  and  by  relaxing  some  of  the  conditions 
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attached  to  such  grants. 

The  Act  also  repeals  the  compulsory'  improvement  area  provisions  of  the 
1964  Act,  which  had  not  proved  as  effective  as  had  been  hoped  in  this  respect 
and  it  substitutes  nevv  proposals  based  on  encouragement  and  persuasion 
of  house  owners  and  occupiers  and  making  provision  for  environciontal 
iuproveaent.  Other  parts  of _ the  Act  deal  with  increases  in  payments 
for  unfit  houses,  certain  changes  in  the  lavir  dealing  with  uni't  houses  and 
completly  new  provisions  enabling  landlords  of  dv/ellings  subject  to  a 
controlled  tenancy  and  which  are  in  good  repair  and  provided  with  the  standard 
amerxities  to  apply  for  a ''Qualification  Certificate",  The  te  '.ancy  then  becomes 
a regulated  one  subject  to  the  determination  of  a fair  rent  by  the  Rent  Officer, 

Only  one  such  application  was  dealt  with  during  19^9,  but  vrtien  the  effect 
of  this  part  of  the  Act  becomes  more  appai’ent  it  should  lead  to  an  overall  in- 
crease in  the  standard  of  maintenance  of  tenanted  properties. 

Undertalcings  as  to  future  use  in  lieu  of  Closing  Orders  were  accepted 
on  the  follov/ing  properties,  following  representations  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.
